But first it bears recalli 
that the conclusion automati- 
cally seems radical only to 
North Amerivans. 

Confederation, after all, 
was not a part of Canada’s 
heritage. It was not the 
system used by either the 
British or French homelands 
but was made here specific- 
ally to meet two particular 
needs. 

1. It was the simplest 
mechanism for maintaining 
English - French equilibrium, 
permitting a cultural minority 
to go its own way without 
interference from or to the 
majority ; 

2. In the days of horses | 
and steam locomotives, it also 
was the simplest mechanism 
for allowing natural regional 
variations to develop as 
needed in a land too broad to 
be governed efficiently or 


more 


equitably by a central author- 
ity. 

Time, however, produced 
alternative mechanisms. 

The present drive to create 
a bi and bi nation means that 
the first condition can be met 
by a new constitution, already 
proposed by the Trudeau 
administration, which would 
protect the French fact 
throughout Canada whether 
or not there was a Franco 
phone government in Quebec 
or, indeed, whether or not 
there was a Quebec or any 
other province at all.

Modern technology has met 
the second condition. 

The automobile, telephone, 
jet engine, broadband micro- 
wave, computer and _ satel- 
lite éommunications have an- 
nihilated distance and space. 

Already, in some respects, 
Ottawa knows more about the

In theory, if not tradition, 
there is no doubt that Canada 
today could be governed: the 
same way that England, 
France and a host-of other 
countries are ed—as 
unitary states with all policy 


developed from a _ single 
structure and only some 
administrative units decen- 
tralized. 

It is conceivable that 


Ottawa in a few years will be 
drawing direct revenue of $1 
billion or more a yearfrom 
the north, Although that’s 


nothing to sneeze at even in 
national accounts, the truly 
significant thing about that 
wealth is that it won’t come 
from tax levies so it won't be 
subject to the normal political 
compulsions to share it out 
along provincial lines. 

As virtually found money 
Ottawa will be free to use it 
in any it sees fit. and what 
more logical way, for one, 
than to increase the selective 
impact of its regional econ- 
omic expansion program? 

Things are really starting to 
hum in the north economic- 
ally, socially and administra- 
tively—set in motion or 
guided from the national 
capital many hundreds and 
even thousands of miles 
away.

GREAT MANY CANADIANS 
today would like to see a much 
greater proportion of Canadian in- 
dustry and resources owned and op- 
erated by Canadians. There is a 
large body of opinion which believes 
this to be not merely desirable but 
imperative, if Canada is to reap the 
full benefit of its natural wealth and 
retain the full benefit of its sov- 
ereignty. In the closely integrated 
_ world of today it is not possible to 
relinquish the managing control 
over a wide field of industry with- 
out endangering domestic control 
of governmenttal policy. For in- 
stance, difficulties have arisen on 
several occasions in connection with 
Canadian programs for export to 
Communist countries when the com- 
mercial exporters involved were con- 
trolled by United States interests. 


In particular, it is hazardous for 
a nation to permit its news media, 
its financial institutions, its sci- 
entific research facilities, its broad- 
casting stations, and vital resources 
such as water and uranium to come 
under the control of foreign owner- 
ship. The hazards are sharpened 
when one particular country is over- 
whelmingly the major foreign in- 
vestor and when that country is a 
giant—even a friendly one—adja- 
cent to Canada. In these important 
fields Canada has already taken 
protective steps. But the question 
arises: how closely can the list be 
restricted without omitting many 
other vital resources or enterprises 
which should not be exposed to out- 
side domination? 


It is much easier to recognize 
the problem and its dangers than to 


Tariffs Are 


FACED WITH A MILD ECO- 

nomic recession the United 
States appears likely to legislate in- 
creased tariffs and other trade re- 
strictions. By preventing the entry 
of low-priced textiles, footwear and 


other items, the Congressional Ways 
and Means Committee hopes to 


bolster domestic industries in cer- ~ 


tain areas and hait a slight, if alarm- 
ing, trend towards bankruptcies and 
shutdowns, At first glance the pro- 
cess is sensible and many Western 
countries, including Canada, use 
tariff walls to protect favored do- 
mestic industries. oS 
But since the United States is 
the-world’s largest consumer, its 
economic policies have global impli- 
cations. Canada, for example, sends 
more than 60 per cent of its exports 
to the United States. And ‘Ottawa 


devise a remedy. The basic defence, 
of course, would be for Canadian 
investors, large and small, to buy up 
new and existing company shares to 
the point where Canadian majority 
ownership was assured. But Cana- 
dians in the past have been slow in 
producing risk capital — established 
enterprises, bonds, and various 
savings facilities have been the 
. preferred targets for funds. There is 
today a large Canadian investment 
in domestic stocks, but in many 
fields there is an even larger foreign 
ownership, for the rapid develop- 
ment of the economy in the last few 
decades has required great amounts 
of capital.. The price of the faster 
rate of exploitation of resources has 
been relinquishment of control. 
Speed of development has been part 
of the trend of our era: whether the 
pace has been wise, or to our long- 
run advantage has still to be proved. 
Current discussion of a Canada 
Development Corporation — pro- 
posed six years ago by Mr. Walter 
Gordon, finance minister at the time 
— is one attempt to try to ensure a 
majority Canadian ownership of 
economic enterprises, prevent take- 
over purchases, and enable Cana- 
dian investors to consolidate their 
funds, But the concept raises many 
serious problems of operation and 
application, not the least of which 
would be the deep involvement of 
government in fields which under 
our system are still the purview of 
private enterprise. The Canada 
Development Corporation may have 
a specialized function but we are 
still far from a solution. There is not 
a great deal of time left in which to 
find one. 


Shortsighted

ITH THE WORLD’S EYES 
directed to the explosive Mid- 
die-East_it_is ironic that little men- 
tion has been made of the Aswan 
Dam which became operational last 
week.

FROM OTTAWA 


F the: various departments of gov- 
ernment, agriculture has been able 
to work up the least enthusiasm for 
measures aimed at pesticide pollution. 
An attitude of cau- 
tion is understand- 
able within limits 
since the widespread 
use of modern chem- 
icals has unquestion- 
ably brought great 
benefits in terms of 
increased production. 
Thus, in respect to 
DDT the department 
finally adopted the 
policy of “planned 
reduction” (with various exceptions): in 
respect to various other chemicals which 
have given rise to concern — mercury 
dusts, 2-4-5T and so on, its reaction has 
been one of skepticism, slowly yielding in 
the face of unwelcome evidence. 

During the last session questions were 
raised about the effects of mercurial 
dust in treating seed: for example, by 
Mr. Ritchie of Dauphin April 28. The 
reply was that more time was required 
to obtain a consensus. Evidently this has 
now been obtained since new restrictions 
were announced July 24. 

As noted above, the department has 
responsibilities which are not to be 
ignored. One would think, however, that 
they would Weigh a little less heavily in 
the era of Opération Lift. Farmers, after 
all, can be poisoned quite as easily as 
any other members of our threatened 
society. Further, there is some evidence 
that caution can be self-defeating; may 
indeed have the unintended result of 
slowing down developments greatly to be 
desired.

Greene Example 


The experience of the minister of 
energy, mines and resources in a 
reasonably analogous case seems much 
to the point. When a ban on phosphate 
detergents was first proposed, there 
were screams of anguish from the 
industry. Despite the vast sums which 
were said to have been expended on 
research, no substitute has been found 
and none was in sight. 

Untold suffering awaited the house- 
wife; it was even claimed (and Mr. 
Greene himself seemed persuaded — 
only momentarily as it turned out) that 
the products likely to bé available for 
household chores would ruin a whole 
generation of electric washing machines. 

Shaken only temporarily by these 
warnings, the government imposed a 
deadline on the industry. Since then, if 
one may go by company reports on the 
financial pages, the horizon has bright- 
ened remarkably.

products will not be banned where they 
“are found to be necessary to control 
plant disease on essential crops." 

“Significant,” “label directions,” 
“practical conditions,” “essential crops” 
(wheat?); these are all vague terms 
which will doubtless encourage an 
industry in earnest search for loopholes. 

The restrictions, according to a 
departmental release, result from dis- 
coveries that mercury can accumulate in 
the food chains of some seed-eating and 
predatory birds ‘“‘with potentially deleter- 
jous effects on those species.” This 
apparently is the approved way of 
conceding that they die or that their 
eggs won’t hatch, which amounts to the 
same thing in the end. 


How does the department propose to - 


reassure itself about the ‘practical 
conditions’? The point of this question is 
that, on its own showing, control leaves 
something to be desired. 

Thus “there are indications that 
improvements in practical handling of 
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treated seed is necessary to reduce the 
hazard. to birds in the affected food 
chains.”’ 

“Experience also demonstrates that 
some farm practices respecting trea 
seed have been incompatible with the 
care necessary to prevent the contami- 
nation of grain destined for human or 
animal food.” (If we are not careful, we 
may go with the birds.) 

“_,. There has been a tendency to 
use them (mercurial compounds) when a 


real need for disease protection has not , 


been determined. This practice results in 
casual and excessive use which in the 
light of current information, is unwise 
since it increases the hazard of mercury 
poisoning without a compensating bene- 
fit.” 

How large, in the department's view, 
Must the benefit be to compensate for 


strikes and lockouts; no more slow 
downs and sit-ins; no more working to 
rule and booking off sick when they're 
perfectly well; no more pickets; no more 
slashed tires and broken windshields and 
overturned cars.

Worries Beyond the Arms Shipment 


HE Tories are in power and Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home is back in control at 
the Foreign and Commonwealth. office. 
That is the essential message for the 
world in the present 
unpleasantness over 
Sir Alec’s intention to 
sell arms to South 
Africa. Anyone famil- 
iar with Tory think- 
ing will expect fun- 
damental changes in 
some aspects of for- 
eign and defence 
policies. The last ring- 
ing declaration of 
the late chancellor of 
the exchequer, Iain Macleod, will be seen 
to apply to international issues no less 
than internal policies. 


Almost the last words Mr. Macleod - 


left in the Commons were to the effect 
that the country had elected a majority of 
Tory men and women. “‘They now expect 
Tory measures and they will get them.” 
It is unfortunate that the new govern- 
ment’s first test in international policy 
should bave come on the arms issue. 
South Africa is so wrapped in cant and 
emotion in this country, as the Commons 
debate illustrated again, that it is almost 
impossible to discus any policies 
relating to South Africa with reason and 
on pure merit. 


The government has been surprised 
and distrubed by the extent of opposition 
and bitterness at home and abroad to the 
slow unveiling of its well-known intenfion 
to-recondiser the Labor government's 
total embargo on arms shipments of all 


kinds to the Vorster~regime. It is 
precisely this surprise which is now so 
disturbing, raising as it does some doubt 
about Tory thinking. 7 

It may be questioned whether the 
Tories realize how much the world has 
changed even since they left office in 
1964 and whether agreements reached on 
conditions in 1955 apply equally in 1970. 

When all the steam clears, the 
question of arms sales and the Simons- 
town agreement is fundamentally one of 
Britain’s role in the world today and 
tomorrow. Directly related to that is the 
question of how Britain's limited re- 
sources for defence should be deployed. 


Labor’s Aim 


The Labor government's policies-were 
intended to build “A more credible and 
realistic position in world affairs.’ 
According to Labor, Tory leaders had 
failed to come to terms with the modern 
world. No tenet of Labor policy was held 
so passionately as the threat to peace 
posed by the division of the world along 
racial lines, The Vorster regime was the 
hated symbol of the evils of racialism. 
No opportunity was missed to condemn 
apartheid in the strongest and bitterest* 
terms.

They announced that they would 
restore a presence east of Suez, salvage 
something of the territorial army and 
eonsider selling limited categories of 
arms to South Africa. They would always 
preface their statements about South 
Africa with a ritual condemnation of 
apartheid which, however odious, must 
not stand in the way of Britain’s se- 
curity. 

The world racial conflict, if it even 
existed in Tory thinking, enjoyed no 
prominence in their planning for govern- 
ment policy. The United Nations, as 
the forum for expression of racial con- 
flict, was viewed quite differently. It was 
virtually | the cornerstone of Labor 
foreign policy. The party boasted that 
only Britain was represented by a senior 
minister (Lord Caradon) at the UN with 
direct access to the prime minister, The 
Tories pledged full but not uncritical 
support of the UN. “We will seek to 
build on its successes and remedy its 
shortcomings,” the Tory manifesto 
pledged. 


Recalled Glory 


During the election campaign Prime 
Minister Edward Heath and Sir Alec 
sought.to recall some of Britain's former 
glory. They appealed to the understand- 
able sense of national pride, damagéd 
with the economic duress of Labor 
government, They spoke of the days 
under previous ‘Tory governments, when 
Britain's voice was heard and respected 
in the councils of the world. 

Apart from generalities and a few 
specific proposals like the arms sales, 
the country has been waiting for policies 
on which to hang their images of future 
greatness. . Notably since the election, 
Mr. Heath fas picked up the theme that 
this country need not be doomed to 
second rate status. 

If Mr. Heath's premise is accepted, 
then the policies, of his government will 
be watched for signs of the road back. 
Internationally the road must follow Sir 
Alec's leaderhip, And at the end of that 
road, it must be remembered, is that 
respect and prestige supposedly missing 
in the councils of the world. This helps to 
explain, all the emotion aside, why the 
sale of any arms whatever to South 
Africa is viewed with some trepidation. 
It is not clear that arms sales, however 
justifiable on grounds’ of self-interest and 
defence, will in fact advance Britain’s 
interests in the world of today and 
tomorrow. Any advantages in term of

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Less Power to the Snoops; Our Freedom at Stake | 


Bad laws get made for 
the best of reasons. 


For example, Dr. H. B, 
Cotnam, Ontario's supervising 
coroner, recently advocated 
the compulsory fingerprinting 
of all citizens. It would’ be 
hard to come up with a better 
reason than his. He is faced 
with the immense, horrid task 
of identifying the 109 bodies 
of those killed in the July 5 
crash at Toronto Airport, 


In -fact, it would be fairly 
suprising if the identification 
were to produce any wonders. 
Anyone whose name appeared 
on the passenger list has been 
assumed dead by his friends 
and relatives because no one 
walked away from the crash. 


But fact isn't law.. The 
matter of probate, no hasty 
affair at best, will not be 
speeded by the delays in 
identification. And what if 
anyone on the flight was 
travelling under an assumed 
name, in order to avoid the 
law, or creditors, or nosey 
relatives? 

A nation-wide fingerprint 


file would clear up many of 
these tangles, though to be 
really effective such a system 
would require a world-wide 
file. Still, Canada could make 
a start. 


As Dr. Cotnam puts it, 
“People are going to have to 
put aside their fears about 
personal liberty.” 


Has there ever been any 
repressive measure _intro- 
duced into our society un- 
accompanied by that kind of 
rhetoric? The accumulation 
and circulation of behavior 
files on high schoot students; 
the surveillance of welfare 


recipients; the spying on 
postal workers, These and 
other potentially totalitarian 
practices came in for the best 
of reasons 

Yet in time the benefits 
turned out to be far less 


visible ‘than tHe solid fact of 
the curtailment of personal 
liberty.. The fact is — one 
must be very blunt in assert- 
ing it — that the undoubted 
benefits to the relatives ot 
those killed in accidents and 
the undoubted benefits to the 
police in catching criminals 
are not sufficient to outweigh 
the disadvantages to the vast 
majority of the’! population 
who would contribute to the 
fingerprint bank, 

What are these disadvan- 
tages? Why am I so reluctant 
to“be fingerprinted for identi- 


fication purposes? Sure, no 
one wants on file and avail- 
able for circulation - such 
information as  drinks-too- 
much, or lives-with-someone 
he shouldn't or writes cheques- 
the = last - few -days - before 
payday, but what's so fear- 
some about a set of finger- 
prints? 


The first thing to get clear 
is that no file stays put. 
However sacred the informa- 
tion, however elaborate the 
security precautions surround- 
ing such things as data banks, 
anyone wanting information 
bad enough can get it. “Given 
time and money, any security 
system can be cracked, Bri- 
bery, threats, con-man 
plausibility: all these have 
opened vaults in the past and 
will do so again, 

The car insurance file stat- 
ing in passing that the person 
in the car with you when that 
guy slammed into your rear 
wasn’t your wife; the health 
insurance file carefully noting 
the time you have spent ina 
mental institution; the police 
file implicating you as having 
been taken up, though not 
booked, in some dubious 
company, these files are not 
air-tight. 

There's no sense getting too 
paranoid, the odds are strong

that no-one -will —ever —be 
interested in you, but it would 
be very naive to assume that 
a past gathering dust is a 
past dead and buried. 


I have yet to answer my 
first question about finger- 
prints. They, it would appear, 
are far more neutral than the 
facts on file mentioned else- 
where. 


First, to make compulsory 
the fingerprinting of an entire 
population would be an-open- 
ended procedure. However 
greatly its proponents would 
want the first step to be the 
last, we have al} lived too 
long in a land ruled by 
mandarins to forget that 
bureaucratic measures have a 
drive of their own that is not 
always synchronized with the 
pace of the public good. 

A universal file with an 
information-retrieval system 
capable of nearly instantane- 
ous. response is a totalitari- 
an’s dream, The urge to 
drape upon this skeleton a 
myriad of other facts, 


accounts and impressions 
would be irresistible. 


One needn't wear a black, 
high-collared uniform with 
armband to be a totalitarian. 
All you have to do, given the 
State of our society and its 
technology, i8 possess a 
mania for centralization and 
accumulation. This mania is 
part of the operating style of 
very many of the organiza- 
tions, public and private, 
governing our lives. The 
fingerprints would not be left 
all alone. 


The second danger of a 
print file is that those. prints 
are not as innocuous as they 
seem. They are not just 
smears we wash off the 


glasses the morning after. 
Haven't many people, at 
various times in their life, 


been in places which, though 
not criminal, would provoke 
embarrassment were the fact 
of their appearance there 
made known? A police in- 
vestigation of any such place 


(not all places the police 
investigate are dens of 
thieves) would come to in- 


clude thorough fingerprinting 
as a routine measure. The 
accumulation of potentially 
embarrassing data on large 
numbers of individuals would 
be an ordinary urrence. 


a metal 
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TI am not suggesting that 
this data would automatically 
be. used by unscrupulous 
policemen in the harassment 
and intimidation of individu- 
als, but only a very sunny 
notion-of human nature’ would 
exclude the possibility of such 
a thing taking place. 

Oh sure, a few more 
desperadoes might be 
trapped, a lot of sinners in 
high places would have their 
misdeeds dragged into the 
light of day, but I don’t think 
this would bring about the 
Kindom of . God. It. would 
simply give more power to 
snoops, an alternative out- 
weighing the social gain of 
apprehending more male- 
factors. 


Dr. Cotnam, then, like 
many well-intentioned men 
with a dirty. job to do, is the 
victim of a-dilemma not of 
his own making. There is no 
way to make life easier for 
him without making it harder 
for the rest of us. 

As if this were not galling 
enough, the odds are strong 
that in the future we wil] get 
this fingerprint file anyway, 
not for the sound motives of 
Dr, Cotnam, but to enable us 
lo continue to spend ourselves 
silly. 


We all like easy consumer 
credit, right? We all enjoy 
flashing. those plastic pass- 
ports to insolvency and telling 
the clerk to put it on the tab. 
Credit card fraud is also a 
very large enterprise costing 
the bankers a great deal of 
money, a cost. eventually 
Passed on to you, the con- 
sumer. 

One sure way of eliminating 
credit card fraud is to require 
fingerprint documentation 
both when applying for and 
making purchdses with a 
credit card. The technology to 
bring this about cheaply is not 


a long way from develop- 
ment, When cheapness of 
operation is assured the 
creditors will have little 


trouble in getting their cus- 
tomers to sign up,-or rather 
print up as a,means for 
getting the plastic. 

This will not catch everyone 
in our society, but it will 
certainly open up new 
grounds for surveillance of a 
large segment of it. 

Here we have. the hell of 
being a libertarian at a time 
when most of us are scram- 
bling to hand over parcels of 
our lives to electronic file 
clerks. Still, the fact that this 
grim development may come 
for foul reasons is no reason 
to usher it in for fair ones.

Moral Neutralism 


This kind of liberty without 
licence, this kind of freedom 
* with responsibility inevitably 
ends up being the rationaliza- 
tion for a moral neutralism 
which is sweepingly anti- 
social in its consequences.

Their experiments demon- 
strated also that life on ear@, 
both plant and animal, was 
“totally .dependent’ on a 
fairly rare metal, moly- 
bdenum. which is widespread 
but no more abundant than 
uranium. 


Dr. Gerhard N. Schrauzer, 
a professor of chemistry, said 
that only molybdenum, of all 
the common metals, is effi- 


cient as a catalyst for the 
natural process of nitrogen 
fixation. 


Schrauzer and his associate, 
Gordon Schlesinger, cOmbined 
under pressure salts of 
molybdenum with sulphur and 
traces of iron to duplicate in 
a simple form. the important 

F 
functions of a complicated 
enzyme called nitrogenase, 
whieh is the natural catalyst 
in producing ammonia from 
nitrogen. 


Their research was 
described in an announcement 
by the University of Cali- 
fornia and in a_ telephone 
interview with Schrauzer at 
the San Diego campus. The 10- 
month work was financed by 
a grant from the National 
Science Foundation. 


In the early 1960s, scien- 
tists succeeded in isolating 
nitrogenase, but until now 
they were unable to make any 
headway in imitating its 
biological process. 

Schrauzer emphasized that 
he had not duplicated the 
enzyme, only imitated it. The 
chemicals that constitute his 
catalyst contain only a dozen 
or so atoms, while the 
complicated enzyme in the 
living cell contains an esti- 
-Mated total of 100,000 atoms. 


“Of course our catalyst 
system is still much less 
efficient at producing 
‘ammonia than is the 
enzyme,” Schlesinger, a doc- 
tora] candidate in chemistry, 
said. “But we feel that we 
are following the same evolu- 


-and im proving the nitro- 
genase enzyme. Nature must 
have started fixing nitrogen 
with simple, readily available 
materials and then evolved 
more efficient catalysts." 

Schrauzer said the research 
“will lead ug to a deeper 
understanding of how living 
cells ggre constructed and 
might lead to an improved 
catalyst for the production of 
industrial ammonia. 
Ammonia is used as a high- 
grade fertilizer. 


Although 80 per cent of the 
air inhaled by humans is 
nitrogen, it does not undergo 
chemical reactions in the 
body, as dees oxygen, and is 
exhaled unused. In. nature, 
only certain plants and bac- 
teria are capable of changing 
nitrogen to ammonia, which 
is used to produce proteins 

When animals consume 


these plants they break the 
plant proteins into units 
called amino ‘acids, and then 
into their own proteins. 
Humans, by consuming plant 
and animal proteins, thus 


obtain their protein supplies

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Israel Shrugs Off Iraqis Pledge 


From AP-REUTERS 


eli sources said today 
Irad’s’ pledge that its 10,000 
troops in Jordan will support 
the Palestinian guerrillas in 
their opposition to the U.S. 
ceasefire proposal was “‘of lij- 
tle practical significance.” 
Israeli officials refused com- 
ment on the announcement from 
Baghdad that the Iraqi contin- 
gent in Jordan had been put 
under the guerrilla command 
and that Iraq would thwart the 
Ameriean proposal even if it 
meant an Arab civil war. 


But other sources in Tel Aviv 
said this promised no change in 
the situation along the Jordan- 
ian border. They said the Iraqi 
troops were already giving ‘‘ac- 
tive support to the terrorists in 


Jordan” by shelling Israeli ter- 
ritory. 

Jordan’s King Hussein, with 
Egyptian President Nasser, has 
accepted the U.S. proposal for a 
90-day ceasefire. 

Baghdad also offered the 
guerrilla Voice of Palestine 
broadcasts a home, as Syria did 
earlier. Cairo radio suspended 
the program Tuesday because 
of its criticism of Nasser for ac- 
cepting the U.S. proposal. 

The Palestinians condemned 
the proposal in line with their 
policy that Israel must be de- 
stroyed by combat and its terri- 
tory reclaimed for the Palestin- 
ian Arabs driven out in. the 1949 
and 1967 wars. 

The guerrillas sent a delega- 
tion from Amman to Cairo to 
discuss differences. It met 


Wednesday with Information 
Minister Mohammed Hassanein 
Heikal, a confidant of Nasser. 

Israel’s leaders scheduled an- 
other cabinet meeting tonight. 

Eventual Israeli endorsement 
of the plan appears likely but 
whether it can be achieved 
without loss to the coalition cab- 
inet of the six members of the 
right-wing nationalist Gahal 
party remains to be seen. 

The political platform of the 
Gahal party calls for retention 
of the territory occupied by Is- 
rael during the six-day war of 
June, 1967. The American peace 
plan implies an Israeli with- 
drawal from the ceasefire lines. 

Petitical: observers believed 
the debate could delay a deci- 
sion on the American plan be- 
yond tonight's cabinet meeting 


—possibly until the beginning of 
next week. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad plans a 3-nation 
tour as part of a wide diplo- 
matic offensive by Egypt to 
muster support outside the Arab 
world for its acceptance of. the 
U.S. plan. 

The diplomatic correspondent 
of Al Ahram reported Riad will 


visit Bulgaria, Turkey and Hun- . 


gary and that other foreign 
tours are in prospect before the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly meets in September. 

Al Ahram also reported Egypt 
already has started an intensive 
diplomatic campaign at UN 
headquarters—in-New-York-and 
in world capitals to explain 
Egyptian policy on-the Ameri- 
can plan.

at the Border 


Pistol-packing Ameri- 
can tourists are getting a 
surprise at the Canadian 
border. Bix: 

Their firearms are 
being unloaded because 
Canada Customs won't 
allow concealed weapons 
such as pistols and revol- 
vers to be carried into 
the country. 


And, a reliable source 
told the Victoria Daily 
Times, there have even 
been. cases-of Americans 


packing the anti-riot 
chemical spray Mace. 

A check by The ‘i'imes 
showed that most 
Americans don’t bring 
their firearms with 
them. ~, 

But one transportation 
company put the number 
of withheld firearms at 
two or four a day. 
Another said it “hap- 
pens” but wouldn't give 
any figures. 

The transportation 
companies have tried ‘to 
forewarn American tour- 


ists by posting notices in 
their United States ter- 
minals that Canadian 
law doesn’t allow them 
to earry their pistols and 
revolvers around with 
them. 


This has helped reduce; 
the number, several offi- 
cials ‘said. 2 

One Canadian official 
put it this way: : - 

“The’ American loves 
to pack guns around, 


handguns, and they can’t 
do it here. There are 
people who will return 
rather than turn them 
over. And some people 


_are travelling with Mace, 


and they don’t see why 
they ,shouldn’t have it.” 


He regarded it as a 
commentary on the state 


of life within the United 
States. 

When a pistol or revol- 
ver is found on an 
‘American tourist at any 
Canadian horder point, it 
is held pending the tour- 
ist’s return. 


But because many 
tourists enter at one 
point and want to leave 
at another, the firearms 
are-often sent by-express 
to their homes. 

This can cost as much 


as $17, one- official said. 

One transportation 
company said that even 
with warning notices, 
some tourists ignore 
them. The ‘pistols and 
revolvers were kept by 
the transportation com- 
pany “and returned 
immediately” unless re- 
trieved on the tourist's 
return to the U.S. 

An. official of this 
company said “things 


are getting so-bad in the 
U.S. everyonezwants. to 
carry a pistol.” 


Are Americans 
annoyed by the Cana- 
dian law? 

“Some react okay, 
some. are annoyed,” he 
replied, 


Are the number of 
pistols up or down this 
year? 

“& little less this year 
than last, perhaps 
because..wepublicized—it 
at our terminals,” he 
said,

A petition organized by 
Richard Reeve, ‘4105 Torquay 
Drive in Saanich, opposes 
planned cable television rules 
which could eliminate one or 
more U.S, channels now seen 
in Greater Victoria via cable- 
vision. 

He has said he wants to 
spearhead a» campaign 
against ORTC’s plans to in- 
crease Canadian content and 
restrict American content on 
radio and television. 

Reeve has organized peti- 
tion stants and said last 
weekend that 40 petition 
copies sent to local residents 
have been returned and 146 
rémain in circulation. 

The labor council, com- 
prised of roughly 70 affiliated 
union locals with a member- 
ship of around 13,000, agreed 
to its petition at its last 
meeting. 

In a resolution, the council 
said many residents are being 
persuaded to sign petitions 
opposing the CRTC policies.

from the policy statement 
endorsed by the Canadian 


Labor Congress convention in 
Edmonton last May. 


LACK QUALITY 

It states that private broad- 
casters “have not beeen con- 
cerned with the quality of 
their programs. They have 
consistently opposed any 
effort to require a reasonable 
degree of Canadian content in 
programs. They have resisted 
efforts to place appropriate 
limits on the number and the 
extent of commericals. 


“They have been indifferent 
to -broadcasting policy as 
enunciated in the Broadcast- 
ing Act and elsewhere. They 
cehave ~shown little if any 
interest in developing Cana- 
dian programs or in employ- 
ing Canadian performers. 


“Their belligerent opposi- 
tion to the proposals by the 
Canadian Radio-Television 
Commission to establish new 
levels of Canadian content is 
typical of their concept of 
broadcasting @s primarily fa 
money-making opportunity.”

The word “boutique” has 
had such a knocking around 
that it’s hard to know what it 
means anymore.

‘fo-a large segment of the 
working world of television, 
Miss Phillips is a remote and 
awesome - character who ‘is 
reputed fo. turn on an icy 
anger when her serials are 
referred to as soap opera. 


The truth is that Miss 
Phillips is remote only 
because she lives and works 
in her native Chicago and her 
anger .is simply-spirited_reac- 
tion to. what ‘she feels is 
unfair criticism.

Fuel for the Body: 
Anything That Grows 


By JOHN LENIHAN 


LONDON 


“Show me,” 


wrote Talleyrand (the well- 


known bishop, statesman, and gourmet), ‘another pleasure 
like dinner, which comes every day and lasts an hour.’ 

Food is certainly the most frequently indulged of all our 
pleasure and (like most of the others) is the subject of much 
superstition, misunderstanding, and plain ignorance. 


The trouble is that the body 
is not at all fussy about the 
fuel that it uses to keep its 
intricate mechanism going. A 
car which runs on petrol can, 


with a little ingenuity, be 
converted for gas or even 
alcohol — but try it with a 
sack of coal or a can of 
beans, and it will refuse to co- 
operate 

The body, on the other 


hand, can make a meal out of 
almost anything that grows, 
runs, swims or flies. 

Some people live happily on 
a diet dominated by; French 
fries, buns, and canbonated 
beverages, while others enjoy 
protein and alcohol. 

The study of diet is based 
on a few other’ general 
principles which have 
emerged during the last cen- 
tury. Food can be viewed in 
various ways, but. the 
simplest approach is to 
regard it merely as a fuel. 
The energy required for our 
physical activities comes 


from the combustion of 
food we eat, 

The digestive process is 
more refined than a bonfire, 
but the result is much the 
same, for the energy that we 
derive from food in reducing 
it to_ carbon dioxide, water 
and other waste products, is 
at the best, equal to the 
energy that could be obtained 
by ‘burning; it. That is why 
food values are measured in 
calories. 

In Britain the average man 
eats about 3,000 calories per 
day, though in many countries 
people are able to live. and 
work with a distinctly smaller 
intake. Calories are not the 
whole story, 

One of this year’s neglected 
anniversaries is the bicen- 
tenary of the death of Dr. 
William Stark, who, inspired 
by Benjamin Franklin's ser- 
mons on the simple life, tried 
living on bread and water.

Efforts to spetify a stan- 
dard diet are seriously un- 
determined by the obstinacy 
of large groups of people who, 
without displaying Dr. Stark's 
advanced eccentricity, refuse 
to read textbooks and manage 
to keep alive on diets which 
no committee would approve.

milk, and a great many live 
almost entirely on rice. 

There is a popular belief 
that half -or more of the 
world’s population are not 
adequately fed, im quality or 
quantity. To obtain figures 
like these, it is necessary to 
fix the standard diet at about 
the level of current consump- 
tion in Britain or France 
countries which have a SIg- 
nificant problem due .to over- 
‘eating, and which could cer- 


tainly not be regarded as

But it is ‘inconvenient politi- 
cally to have one standard of 
diet for black men and 
another for white — or to 
suggest that the prosperous 
people of the world are eating 
far too much. 

Consequently the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of 
the United Nations compro- 
mises on 0.45 gram of calcium 
and 43 grams of protein a day. 

With confusion of this sort 
abounding it is difficult to 
reach a proper measure of 
the world’s food shortage 
and no one doubts that a 
great thany people are under- 
fed. 

Unfortunately, we have to 
rely too much on well-nour- 
ished committees and do not 
have enough help from scien- 
tists to discover just what 
people do eat and what they 
need. wv

U.N. Asks 


Opinion || Zeller's 


Of Court. 


UNITED NATIONS 
(AP)—For the first time in 
history the UN Security 
Council has decided to ask 
the International Court of 
Justice for an advisory 
opinion. 

The council voted Wednesday 
night to ask the 15 judges in the 
Hague to outline the “legal con- 
sequences" for UN members of 


South Afrioa’s continued control 
of South-West Africa. The coun 


cil Jan. 30 labelled South Afri-| * 


ca's retention of the former 
German colony on the northwest 
frontier illegal. 

For years South Africa has 
rejected all UN attempts to get 
it out of South-West Africa 
which South Africa took over 
under a League of Nations man- 
date, All such mandates were 
supposed to have been trans- 
ferred to the United Nations. 

The world court's 15 judges is- 
sued their last judgment Feb. 5, 
in a Spanish case: Through the| 
years, the court has handed 
down 31 binding judgments in 
two-party—cases, It also has 
given 13 non-binding advisory 
opinions, 11 requested by the 
UN General Assembly and two 
by UN special agencies. 

Ambassador Nsanze Terence 
of Burundi said the right kind of 
advisory opinion-meaning one 
condemning South Africa— 
would “rehabilitate the pres- 
tige"’ of the court. 


PRESTIGE DECLINES | 

That prestige hit bottom in| 
Black Africa in July, 1966, when 
the court ruled that Ethiopia 
and Liberia had no right to 
bring a case they had been 
pressing for six years to deprive 
South Africa of its mandate 
over South-West Africa. 

The Africans were so upset 
that in the General Assembly 
the following October they 
pushed through a resolution de- 
claring the mandate termi- 
nated, 

The Security Council resolu- 
tion was sponsored by FinJand| 
and adopted 12 to 0, with Brit- 
ain, the Soviet Union and Po- 
land abstaining. 

The council also adopted a 
resolution calling on all coun- 
tries to terminate any diplo- 
matic or consular missions in 
South-West Africa and to refrain 
from any diplomatic, consular, 
business or other relations with 
South Africa that would bolster 
its authority over South-West 
Africa. It was approved 13 to 0 
with Britain and France’ ab- 
staining. 

A council subcommittee re- 
ported. that in South-West Af- 
rica, West Germany still has a 
consul, Norway an honorary 
vice-consul and Britain a trade 
representative.

LONDON (AP) — The two- 
week dock strike that ended 
Wednesday cost Britain more 
than $700,000,000 im lost exports, 
but the government’s ° battle 
with’ wildeat walkouts and with| 
workers seeking higher wages 
has hardly begun. : 

More than 2,000,000 workers 
in many fields are pressing 
wage demands that employers 
consider evcessive and the gov- 
ernment considers highly infla- 
tionary. They included 350,000 
farm workers, 190,000 railway 
men, 300,000 miners, 750,000 
local government workers, 
300,000 nurses and 242,000 teach- 
ers. 

Their demands range from a 
10-per-cent raise by the iocal 
government workers to 37 per 
cent by the farm workers and 
teachers. All could lead to 
strikes, already approved by the 
unions involved. But 
strikes are only the tip of the 
iceberg. | 

Some 95 per cent of Britain's 
strikes ere wildcat wailkouts 
usually resulting from a local 
grievance. They often come 
with little warning and can be 
highly disruptive to major in- 
dustries. 

Wildcat strikes are the main 
target of the tough labor legisla- 
tion the Conservatives promised 
in their successful campaign for 
the June 18 election, But now 
that the Tories are in office 
they are having second thoughts 
about some of the bill’s provi-

sions, and it is unlikely to be 
ready for Parliament before the 
fall, if then. 


Originally the Conservatives 
planned today the basis for 
legally enforceable contracts be- 
tween management and labor. 
The bill would have allowed 
either side to sue the other in 
court if a contract was broken 
by a wildcat strike or a lockout. 


There now are strong doubts 
whether this approach will 
work. Organized labor opposes 
such contracts, and many em- 
ployers share labor’s view. 

Victor Feather, head of the 
9,000,000-member Trades Union 
Congress, said recently: “The 
law can play no more part than 
the shotgun carried by a bride’s 
father can ensure happiness in 
an enforced but. legal mar- 
riage.” : 

Feather argues that legally 
enforceable contracts over fixed 
periods lead to iabor troubles 
and official strikes each time a 
contract ends. He says more 
time and money jg lost in affi- 
cial strikes in the United States 
than in unofficial strikes in Brit- 
ain. 

Figures of the International 
Labor Organization bear him 
out. 

Many British employers doubt 
whether any employer. would be 
willing to take a union to court 
in a law suit that could damage 
his firm’s industrial relations 
for years to come.

LONDON.(CP) — Alarmed by 
the spread of black magic prac- 
tices in his parish, a South Lon- 
don vicar wants to set up a soci- 
ety for the protection of the 
dead against ghouls who break 
into graveyards and-smash open 
coffins.

“T was so shocked that at first 
I dared not even touch it,” he 
said. ‘After prayers had been 
said, the body was reinterred 
and it was then that I felt it 
necessary to, find some protec- 
tion for the dead.” 

The child's coffin was in three 
pieces on the floor of the 18th- 
century crypt in the cemetery 
chapel. Outside, crosses had 
been turned upside down and 
statues of angels beheaded.

Israeli sources said today 
Iraq's pledge that its 10,000 
troops in Jordan will support 
the Palestinian guerrillas in 
their opposition to the U.S.

VANCOUVER (CP)— 
One of two minor dis- 
putes that have hindered 
negotiations in the coast 
forest industry was set- 

« th Wednesday night 
after two days of union- 
management meetings. 


Walter Allen, president of 
the Port Alberni local of the 
International Woodworkers of 
America, said workers who 
walked off their jobs July 20 
at the Tahsis Co. Ltd. sawmill 
on Vancouver Island had 
agreed to go back and the 
company had agreed to re- 
open the mill. 

Allen said, however, that an 
estimated 300 men had left 
the Tahsis townsite since the 
strike began, leaving only 160 
on hand for the re-opening— 
“enough for about one shift.’ 
He urged the others to return 
to Tahsis as soon as possible. 

A company spokesman said 
today it was just a matter of 
waiting for enough men to 
return to work to begin oper- 
ations again. He predicted 
that might be by Friday but, 
not later than Monday. 

The Tahsis men walked out 
in support of - 25,000 British 
Columbia construction work- 
ers, whose dispute is back on 
the path to settlement. The 
construction men returned to 
work last Monday. 

The Tahsis dispute was 
referred to Tuesday as “‘pica- 
yune” by Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz of the B.C. Court of 
Appeals, named as mediator 
in the dispute between 28.000 
coastal members of the IWA 
and 114 forest companies. He 
said this strike and similar 
ones were hindering attempts 
at a main settlement.

VANCOUVER (CP)— 
One of two minor dis- 
putes that have hindered’ 
negotiations in the coast 
forest industry was set- 
tled Wednesday night 
after two days of union- 
management meetings. 


Walter Allen, president of 
the Port Alberni local of the 
International Woedworkers of 
America, said workers who 
walked off their jobs July 20 
at the Tahsis Co, Ltd, sawmill 
on Vancouver Island. had 
agreed to go back and the 
company had agreed to: re- 
open the mill. 

Allen said, however, that an 
estimated 300 men had left 
the Tahsis townsite since the 
strike began, leaving only 160 
on hand for the re-opening— 
‘enough for about one shift,'’ 
He urged the others to return 
to Tahsis as soon as possible. 

A company spokesman said 
today it was just a matter of 
waiting for enough men to 
return to work to begin oper- 
ations again. He predicted 
that might be by Friday but 
not later than Monday. 

The Tahsis men walked out 
in support of 25,000 British 
Columbia construction work- 
ers, whose dispute is back on 
the path to settlement, The 
construction men returned to 
work last Monday. 

The .Tahsis disputé’ was 
referred to Tuesday as ‘'pica- 
yune” by Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz of the B.C. Court of 
Appeals, named as mediator 
in the dispute between 28,000 
coastal members of the IWA 
and 114 forest companies, He 
said this strike must be settled 
before talks could continue. 


OTHERS FAILED 

Other separate meetings 
Wednesday apparently failed 
to resolve another side-issue 
strike involving two Weldwood 
of Canada plants in Van- 
couver, There was no indica- 
tion of when further talks 
might be held. 

In the main dispute, the 
IWA is asking for a $1-an- 
hour increase on the base 
rate of $3.12, plus improved 
fringe benefits. The ‘com- 
panies say this would cost 
them $98 million, 

The hearing before Judge 
Nemetz was to continue 
today, with discussion on 
plywood mill job evaluation 
proposals made by the uniori. 

Meanwhile, negotiations 
were scheduled to resume 
today under mediation officer 
Gus Leonidas between the 
B.C. pulp industry and two 
international unions — the 
Brotherhood of Pulp Sulphite 
and Papermill Workers and 
the United Papermakers and 
Paperworkers. 

The unions  called_off a 
strike set for Wednesday 
when Leonidas was appointed 
for a 10-day period. The 
unions are certified at 10 
‘mills. 


BASE RATE $3.20 


Another eight pulp mills 
remains shut down, in a strike 
that began last Friday by the 
Pulp and Paper Workers of 
Canada. The union walked out 
of mediation talks, ex- 
changing charges with the 
company negotiators about 
each other’s actions. 

The existing base rate in 


the pulp industry is $3.20 an 
hour.
